In the last Afghan 
campaign the British lost over 50,000 
camels, and to-day in Egypt there 
are 60,000 in army service. Thoy are 
especially used for transportation 
parposes.

GUARDING OUR FORESTS 

THE value of Ontario's forests is. 
being realised as never before^. 
o\Ying to increasing demands for 
fuel, pulpwood, and timber ol all.' 
kinds, 

"It is consequently of paramount, 
importance," says the Toronto 
"Globe," "that tlic great norih]aiid> 
yvhieh liarbOL:r5 so iiuieh of Ontar- 
io's timber wealth, should be pro- 
tected by EpccinI vigilance against' 
funhcr devastation and loss through 
forest fires." 

The iidnunislrntion of forest-lire 
protection has now been placed di- 
rectly under the I'orcsiry H ranch of 
tlic Department of Lands, Forests,' 
and Miiics, nnv\ prncticiil stc|)s arc 
being taken (o cuii&ervc the forests. 
The whole forest region hns been 
organized in districts, each in charge 
of a chief fire ranger, Kiglity-livc 
look-out lowers luivc been creeled 
at liigh points, aiit) so located tJiat 
coDiiiitinicAiioii may be lind by tcie- 
phonu with outside .issislancc. Trulls 
urc being cleared to all high vantage 
points, and these ,irc being tied up 
to some two hundred niiles of tele- 
phone lines, 'i'llree power fire l)o&IS, 
each eqiii|>ped with a Urt pump, one 
thousand feet of hose, and other 
fire-Hghtiiig csscntinis, arc available 
for use on Lake Nepigon and other 
waters, while on railway lines there 
are five power motors for inspection 
and carrying Fire-figliting equip- 
ment. All this should greatly reduce 
the annual loss through foresit lircs^ 

A FINE STOCK COUNTRY
